M a n i l a , Oct. 6.—Tbs archbishop of 
Manila notified General Otis there was 
i a plot on foot to burn the residences of 
the governor general and the archbishop 
together with several government build­ 
ings and banks, but the plot failed to 
materialize, possibly because of a dis­ 
play of foroc. 
The first reports regarding the affair 
at Paranaque seemed to have been 
much exaggerated. 
The facts are that 
a small band of insurgents, follwing the 
bay road, poured a volley into the vil­ 
lage aud later another into Las Pinas 
with the result that two or tliree houses 
were burned. 
The cracking of the 
bamboo caused it to be telegraphed to 
Manila that there had been much shoot­ 
ing. 
The United States transport Warren, 
from San Francisco w ith 1,200 recruits, 
arrived. 
The United States gunboat Wheeling, 
from Vancouver March 3 via Honolulu, 
while passing St. Vincent, in Northern 
Luzon, shot down a Filipino Hag. The 
Filipinos fired a volley at the Wheel­ 
ing’s men, wno were sleeping on deck, 
and the Wheeling bombarded the set­ 
tlement. 
Aguinaldo, according to 
a report 
brought to Mauila by a Dominican friar 
from the north, issued orders to the 
Filipino soldiers in the northern prov­ 
inces to return to their towns and to re­ 
sume farming. 
This story lacked confirmation, but 
the rumor may be in accordance with 
Aguinaldo’? policy of keeping the coun­ 
try as productive as possible by using 
his men in alternate shills on the farms 
or under arms. 
Dagupud, San Fernando aud Deli- 
ciuict, which are under the guns of the 
United States warships, are supposed 
to be evacuated. It is alleged that the 
evacuation order calls upon tile male in­ 
habitants to be orderly in case of the 
arrival of American troops aud ex­ 
presses the nope that the Americans 
will protect the towns. 
The expedition sent to the Orani 
river under the command of Captain 
Cornwall to recover the sunken gunboat 
Urdaneta returned to Cavite with the 
hull of the boar, after bombarding Cram 
and lauding a force. Captain Cornwell 
brought 
one 
prisoner. 
Lieutenant 
Franklin of the army gunboat Laguna 
de Bay, guided the expedition. 
There 
were no casualties. 
On Monday morning the expedition 
entered the river and anchored above 
Oram, near the Urdaneta, the inhabit­ 
ants of the town simultaneously evacu 
ating it and carrying their belongings 
with them. 
The gunboats bombarded Orani, the 
beaches and the surrounding country 
for half an hour, receiving a Mauser 
volley in reply. 
The Urdaneta was towed off the bar 
about IO o’clock that evening, the opera­ 
tions of the Americans being unum 
lasted. 
The following morning the bombard' 
ment was renewed to cover a landing 
of 180 blue jackets and marines about 
a half mile above tho town. 
On enter­ 
ing Cram the Americans experienced a 
slight rifle 
fire 
from the Filipino 
trenches. They found the town unten­ 
anted and tiiat the shells had ignited a 
few huts.

N e w Y o r k, Oct. 6 .—Evidence was 
brought out before the Mazet commit­ 
tee concerning the unlawful sale of 
liquor by tenants of buildings owned by 
the city in the parks in the borough of 
the Bronx.

M a n i l a , Oct. 6.—The archbishop of 
Manila notified General Otis there was 
a plot on foot to burn the residences of 
the governor general and the archbishop 
together with several government build­ 
ings and banks, but the plot failed to 
materialize, possibly because of a dis­ 
play of foroe. 
The first reports regarding the affair 
at Parauaque seemed to have been 
much exaggerated. 
The facts are that 
a small band of insurgents, follwing the 
bay road, poured a volley into the vil­ 
lage aud later another into Las Pinas 
with the result that two or three houses 
were burned. 
The cracking of the 
bamboo caused it to be telegraphed to 
Mauila that there had been much shoot­ 
ing. 
Tho United States transport Warren, 
from San Francisco with 1,200 recruits, 
arrived. 
The United States gunboat Wheeling, 
from Vancouver March 3 via Honolulu, 
while passing St. Vincent, in Northern 
Luzon, shot down a Filipino flag. 
The 
Filipinos tired a volley at the Wheel­ 
ing’s men, w h o were sleeping on deck, 
aud the Wheeling bombarded the set­ 
tlement. 
Aguinaldo, according to 
a report 
brought to Manila by a Dominican friar 
from the north, issued orders to the 
Filipino soldiers in tne northern prov­ 
inces to return to their towns and to re­ 
sume farming. 
This story iacked confirmation, but 
the rumor may be in accordance with 
Aguinaldo’? policy ct keeping the coun­ 
try us productive as possible by using 
his men in alternate shifts on the farms 
or under arms. 
Dagupml, San Fernando aud Deli- 
cinict, which are under the guns of the 
United States warships, are supposed 
to be evacuated. 
It is alleged that the 
evacuation order calls upou tile male in­ 
habitants to be orderly in case of the 
arrival of American troops and ex­ 
presses tne nope that the Americans 
will protect the towns. 
The expedition sent to the Oram 
river under tile command of Captain 
Cornwall to recover the sunken gunboat 
Urdaneta returned to Cavite with the 
hull of the boat, after bombarding Cram 
and lauding a force. 
Captain Cornwell 
brought 
one 
prisoner. 
Lieutenant 
Franklin of the army gunboat Laguna 
de Bay, guided the expedition. 
There 
were no casualties. 
On Monday morning the expedition 
entered the river and anchored above 
Oram, near the Urdaneta, the inhabit­ 
ants of the town simultaneously evacu 
ating it aud carrying their belongings 
with them. 
The gunboats bombarded Oram, the 
beaches aud the surrounding country 
for half an hour, receiving a Mauser 
volley in reply. 
The Urdaneta was towed off the bar 
about IO o’clock that evening, the opera­ 
tions of the Americans being unmo­ 
lested. 
The following morning the bombard­ 
ment was renewed to cover a landing 
of 180 blue jackets and marines about 
a half mile above the town. 
On enter­ 
ing Gram the Americans experienced a 
slight rifle 
lire 
from the Filipino 
trenches. 
’They found the town unten­ 
anted aud that the shells had ignited a 
few huts.

N ew Y ork, Oct. H.—Again the sea 
refused the Shamrock a u l Columbia a 
field of conflict; again the multitude 
winch went out to watch the contest­ 
ants for the yachting championship of 
the world returned disappointed and 
uot a little disgusted. 
The question of 
supremacy ol the two great yachts is 
still a s uiucn an open question a s be­ 
fore they first met, as the contest was 
in some respects more of a fluke thau 
that of 'J uesday. 
It was a drntiug 
match almost from start to finish. 
After sailing four hours aud 43 min­ 
utes, tne yachts having covered only 13 
miles of the course to the outer mark, 
the regatta committee declared the race 
oil', as it was manifestly impossible, 
with the breeze then blowing, lur the 
boats to rounu the stake beiore the time 
limit expired, much less to get back 
home again. 
While the wind held astern the Co­ 
lumbia steadily outrooted her rival until 
she was fully half a mile ahead, hut in 
the shifting batling winds that followed 
during the last three hours, with the 
great single stickers tacking and beat­ 
ing and gybing to catch every streak of 
wind, with fortune helping one about 
as much as tile other, the Shamrock 
gradually worked her way up until, 
when the race was declared off, the two 
boats were about on even terms, tile 
Shamrock perhaps half a length ahead, 
but so close was the Columbia that 
Captain Barr could have thrown a bis­ 
cuit to the foreigners.
